At 3:4.5 p. m. the cannonading dim in­ 
ished. 
About 8 o’clock cannon dis­ 
charges were h^ r d a t a distance (pre­ 
sumably at sea), continuing for some 
time, when the firing oeased completely . 
C ape H aït ie n , H aiti, June 1 .—Ad­ 
vices received from H avana say that 
the American fleet at Santiago de Cuba 
cannonaded the batteries of Morro cas­

In the landing of the exp>edi- 
tion the UnittHi States arm y was repre­ 
sented by Captain J. A. Dorst. General 
Julio Sanguilly , on the way to report to 
General Maximo Gomez, was also on 
the boat. 
The expedition was convoy ed by the 
cruiser Marblehead, the torpedoboat de­ 
stroy er Eagle and other warships. 
The expedition was landed on the 
coast of Cuba on Thursday morning. 
May 26. 
. 
W hen the Florida, escorted by the 
Osceola, drew up close to the shore at 
the place selected for the landing, she 
sent scouts out to see if all was clear. 
These scouts were greeted by Generals 
Feria and Kojas, w ith some 1,5CK) tirmtMl 
insurgents. 
Consequently , far from 
there being any hostile demonstration 
on the part of the Spauiards, the laud­ 
ing of the exi>editiou was in the nature 
of a trium phal invasion. The Cubans 
who were in w aiting for the party had 
a brass baud and welcomed the newcom­ 
ers w ith national airs. 
The work of unloading the cargo of 
the Florida was promptly begun and 
carried on by the 432 men composing 
the expedition. 
There was nothing in 
the nature of iuterm ption. 
W hile the cargo was being maloaded 
the Osceola, an auxiliary gunboat, w ith 
her guns reidy for action, scouted about 
the vicinity , kK)king for au enemy , but 
the Spaniards apparently had no sus­ 
picion of w hat was taking place. 
The moment the work was concluded 
the Florida and the Osceola slipped 
away , leaving the insurgents to convoy 
their reinforcements into the interior, 
which, it is confidently expected, was 
done w ithout casualty . 
The returning members of the Florida 
brought w ith them several hundred 
private letters, which it is uuderstood 
give a complete insight into the present 
conditions prevailing in the blockaded 
island. 
The local Cuban colony is elated over 
the success of the expedition.

of the forts and the harbor of Santiago 
de Cuba. 
The American

directed principally against the forts 
and the harbor. 
The forts of Morro castle, La Zecapa 
and Punta Gorda, suffered especially. 
The cannonading was very persistent 
and cannot have failed to be destructive. 
It lasted until 3:45 p. rn. 
The town, which is situated near the 
inner 
end of 
the 
harbor, escaped 
damage. 
At 3:45 p. rn. the cannonading dimin­ 
ished. 
A i lout 8 o’clock cannon dis 
charges were heard at a distance (pre­ 
sumably at sea), continuing for some 
time, when the firing oeased completely. 
C a p e H a i t i e n , Haiti, June I .— Ad­ 
vices received from Havana say that 
the American fleet at Santiago de Cuba 
cannonaded the batteries of Morro cas­ 
tle, Jl^a Zecapa and Punta Gorda. 
At 
the same time, it is added, the Ameri­ 
can ships engaged w ith the Spanish 
warships. 
The firing was extremely 
heavy. 
At 8:45 p. rn. the cannonading 
became less heavy against the fortifica­ 
tions, but was more accentuated in the 
locality where the fleets were engaged. 
Private messages intimate that there 
has been a severe fight between the 
America fleet and the outer fortifica­ 
tions and the SDanish fleet. 
The fight lasted th e greater part of 
yesterday afternoon. 
The advantage appears to have been 
with the Americans. 
Persons who climbed Lookout moun­ 
tain, at the entrance of Cape Haitien 
harbor, declare that they heard cannon­ 
ading, low, but distinct, to the west 
and to the north beyond Tortuga island.

the American fleet has entered the har­ 
bor. according to the Havana advices. 
W ash ing to n, June I.—Naval officials 
absolutely discredit the news from Cape 
Hayden to the effect that Commodore 
Schley forced the entrance to Santiago 
hay and engage the Spanish fleet in the 
harbor. 
While no official advices have been 
received from Commodore Schley since

The expedition was convoyed by the 
cruiser Marblehead, the torpedoboat de­ 
stroyer Eagle aud other warships. 
The expedition was landed on the 
coast of Cuba on Thursday morning, 
May 26. 
VV hen the Florida, escorted by the 
Osceola, drew up close to the shore at 
the place selected for the landing, she 
sent scouts out to see if all was clear. 
These scouts were greeted by Generals 
Feria and Rojas, with some 1,500 armed 
insurgents. 
Consequently, far from 
there being any hostile demonstration 
on the part of the Spaniards, the land­ 
ing of the exjieaition was in the nature 
of a triumphal invasion. 
The Cubans 
who were iii waiting for the party had 
a brass baud and welcomed the newcom­ 
ers with national airs. 
The work of unloading the cargo of 
the Florida was promptly begun and 
carried on by the 432 men composing 
the expedition. 
There was nothing in 
the nature of interruption. 
While the cargo was being unloaded 
the Osceola, an auxiliary gunboat, with 
her guns reidy for action, scouted about 
the vicinity, looking for an enemy, but 
the Spaniards apparently had no b u s- 
picioU of what was taking place. 
The moment the work was concluded 
the Florida and tne Osceola slipped 
away, leaving the insurgents to convoy 
their reinforcements into the interior, 
which, it is confidently expected, was 
done without casualty. 
The returning members of the Florida 
brought with them several hundred 
private letters, whioh it is understood 
give a complete insight into the present 
conditions prevailing in the blockaded 
island. 
The local Cuban colony is elated over 
the success of the expedition.

Their Use In the Indian Campaign Saved 
Useless M ntllatlon and Life. 
The first reports of the use of the 
Roentg en rays in warfare was made re­ 
cently at the United Service institution! 
in London by Surg eon Beevor, who 
described the results of their use in the 
recent frontier campaig n in India and 
g ave lantom viewa Many important 
oases (K)nti8ted of ballet wounds received 
by officers aud men who were injured 
in the bones, joints and internal org ans. 
Their injuries but for the X rays would 
have resulted in the amputation of limbs 
and probable loss of lifa The pictures 
shown included wounds in the arm, leg , 
ohest, back, fing er aud other parta 
The most remarkable results, perhaps, 
were a case of a bullet imbedded in the 
backbone, another in the hip, and the 
case of an Indian soldier who was shot 
in the foot, pieces of the bullet finally 
lodg ing in the back of the heel; also 
the case of General Woodhouse, who 
received bullet wounds in the leg and 
arm at Darg ai. 
In all the instances 1 
enumerated the bullets were by the use 
of the X rays successfully removed, the 
men substniuently rejoining their com­ 
rades at the front.

That is not due altogether to the envy 
which is undoubtedly felt at our suc­ 
cess. 
It is duo in part to the suspicion 
that we aro acting in oar own selfish 
interests, and were willing that other 
people should draw tho chestnuts out 
of the fire for us; that we would take 
no responsibilities, whilo wo wir e glad 
enough to profit by the work of of hero. 
In this way we have avoided entangling 
alliances; we have escaped many dan­ 
gers, but we must accept the disadvan­ 
tages that go with such a policy. 
As 
long as the other great powers of Eu­ 
rope were also working for 
end, and were separately 
think the policy wo have pursued—con­ 
sistently pursued—was undoubtedly the 
right policy for this country. 
[“ Hear, 
hear!’’j It was better we should pre­ 
serve our liberty of action than become 
mix**! up with quarrels with which pos­ 
sibly we had no 
concern. 
[“ Hear, 
hear I’’] But now in recent years a dif­ 
ferent complexion has been placed upon 
the matter. A new situation has arisen, 
and it is right the people of this coun­ 
try should have it under their consid­ 
eration. 
All the powerful states of Eu­ 
rope have made alliances, and as long 
as we keep outside these alliances, as 
long as we are envied by all and sus­ 
pected by all, and as long as we have 
interests which at one time or another 
conflict with the interests of all, we are 
liable to be confronted at any moment 
with a combination of great powers so 
powerful that not even the most ex­ 
treme, the most hot headed politician 
would be able to contemplate it without 
a certain sense of uneasiness. 
[“ Hoar, 
hear I” ] 
“ That is tho situation which I want 
you to have in view, which yon must 
always have in view when you are con­ 
sidering the results of the foreign pol­ 
icy of any government in this country. 
We stand alone, and we may be con­ 
fronted with such a combination as that 
I have indicated to you. What is the 
first duty of a government under these 
circumstances? I say, without hesita­ 
tion, that the first duty is to draw all 
parts of the empire closer together [loud 
and prolonged cheers], to infuse into 
them a spirit of united and of imperial 
patriotism. [Cheers. J We have not neg­ 
lected that primary duty. [Cheers. J We 
have pursued it steadfastly and with re­ 
sults tl^t are patent to all the world. 
Never before in the history of the Brit­ 
ish empire have the ties which connect­ 
ed us with out great colonies and de­ 
pendencies been stronger. Never before 
has the sense of oommon interests in 
trade and in defense and in war, never 
before has the sense of these interests, 
been more strongly felt or more cordi­ 
ally expressed. [Cheero.] 
“ What is our next duty? It is to es­ 
tablish and to maintain bonds of perma­ 
nent amity with our kinsmen across the 
Atlantia 
[Loud cheers. ] They aro a 
powerful aud a generous nation. They 
8peak our language; they are bred of 
our race. 
[Loud cheers.] Their laws, 
their literature, their standpoint upon 
every question are the same as ours; 
their feeling, their interest in the cause 
of humanity and the peaceful develop­ 
ment of the world are identical with 
ours. [Cheers. J I do not know what the 
future has in store for na I do not know 
what arrangements may be possible 
with us, but this I know and feel—that 
the closer, the more cordial, the fuller 
and the more definite these arrangements 
are with the consent of both peoples 
the better it w ill be for both and for the 
world. 
[Loud cheers. ] And I even go 
so far as to say that, terrible as war 
may be, even war itself would be cheap­ 
ly purchased if in a great and noble 
cause the stars and stripes and the un­ 
ion jack should wave together [loud 
and prolonged cheers] over an Anglo- 
Saxon alliance. 
Now, it is one of the 
most satisfactory results of Lord Salis­ 
bury’s policy [cheero] that at the pres­ 
ent time these two great nations under­ 
stand each other better than they have 
ever done since more than a century 
ago [ *4 Hear, hear I ’ ’ ] they were separat­ 
ed by the blunder of the British govern­ 
ment ’ ’—Loudon Times.

T heir Use In th e Indian C am paign Saved 
UieleHi M utilation and Life. 
The first reports of the use of the 
Roentgen rays in warfare was made re­ 
cently at the United Service institution J 
in London by Surgeon Beevor, who 
described the results of their use in the 
recent frontier campaign in India and 
gave lantern views. 
Many important 
oases consisted of bullet wounds received 
by officers and men who were injured 
in the bones, joints and internal organs. 
Their injuries but for the X rays would 
have resulted in the amputation of limbs 
and probable loss of life. 
The pictures 
shown included wounds in the arm, leg, 
chest, back, finger and other parts. 
The most remarkable results, perhaps, 
were a case of a bullet imbedded in the 
backbone, another in the hip, and the 
case of an Indian soldier who was shot 
in the foot, pieces of the bullet finally 
lodging in the back of the heel; also 
the case of General Woodlouse, who 
received bullet wounds in the leg aud 
arm at Dargai. 
In all the instances 
enumerated the bullets were by the use 
of the X rays successfully removed, the 
men subsequently rejoining their com­ 
rades at the front. 
The portable ap­ 
paratus weighs 80 to IOO pounds.—Spe­ 
cial Cable to New York Sun.

ooands of fresh meat daily, with beans, 
nee, bacon, coffee, etc., etc., hence no 
one starves, although the diet does be­ 
come tiresome, owing to the lack of va­ 
riety. We can now eat ‘hard tack’ with 
a relish, and feel very much like 'old 
soldiers.’ 
"When or where w e go from here is 
yet unknown to as, bat I hope it is 
to the front and that we may yet see ac- 
tnal service. 
I think from the fact that 
we are being dnlled so hard, and so 
thoroughly equipped that our move is 
not far away. 
The Eighth regiment is 
carrying off all the lanrels here, and is 
always spoken of by the press as Ohio’s 
crack regiment, which is very gratify­ 
ing and does much to promote a great 
interest in the officers and men to merit 
the reputation we have earned. 
Five 
hoars drill each day has made a wonder­ 
ful change in the regiment, and the way 
it conducts itself is a credit to Ohio and 
the localities from which we come.

One of the direct advantages that 
w ill accrue to the United States from 
the expulsion of the Spaniards from 
Cuba and the exercise of some sort of 
control over the island w ill be the fact 
that we will be able to correct some of 
the crying sanitary abuses that have 
made the island a breeding place for 
yellow fever, which of course is bound 
to be carried to American shores sooner 
or later when the epidemic is at all bad, 
as it has been many times in recent 
years. 
A direct cause of yellow fever is to 
be found in the vile condition of Ha­ 
vana harbor, which has been allowed 
to become more and more filthy every 
year. Its shores are heaped with decay­ 
ing vegetable matter and lined with 
piers that are rotting from age and neg­ 
lect 
Unpuved and uusewered streets 
and lack of any organized system of 
public cleanliness or sanitation, all com­ 
bine to breed this scourge annually. The 
United States can do wonders in this 
respect, and there is reason to hope that 
the medicul department w ill have a free 
hand after the island is pacified. There 
is every chance that proiier handling of 
the question will clear Cuba of the fe­ 
ver, for filth is one of its most potent 
causes.—New York Press.

Otis se­ 
cured part of his uniform, which now 
forms the blue portion of the interesting 
flag. 
The white stripes and stars are a 
part of a flag of truce that wa.s carried 
by Otis himself w'heu, w'ith two com­ 
rades, he went to a rebel encampment 
to arrange an exchange of prisouera 
The flag was disregarded, and the party 
was attacked by a troop of guerrillas. 
Of the trio Otis alone escaped alive, 
and he vras injured so seriously that he 
was discharged from the army.

I travel of 1898 w ill bo cut dow n to ulknit 
50 per cent of that of 1897. Some lines 
w ill be affected more than others per- 
haps, and none of the companies will 
admit any such decrease thus fur, but 
the immediate future is a consideru- 
tioQ difficult for them to view with 
equanimity. 
The practical departure 
from the field of one great line, the 
American, whose ships art^ now scout­ 
ing around the ocean for Uncle Sam, 
has thrown considerable custom upon 
the other comiiauies which they would 
not ordinarily get, and this has serv'ed 
to moderate the loss of traffic. Never­ 
theless the manager of a well known 
line said only a few* days a go: 
“ Half of onr rcsi*rvatious of last ivin- 
ter have been canceled. We have bet*n 
doing pretty well so far, but unless the 
war ends quickly the summer is going 
to be a hard blow to us. ” 
Accurate figures are impossible to ob­ 
tain, but it bus been estimated that ful­ 
ly $ 100,000,000 was spent in Europe 
last year by Americans, this sum in­ 
cludiug the cost of travel across and 
back over the Atlantic. 
Some 50,000 
persons went abroad. Now% assume that 
half of the persons who W’ould otherwise 
have gone will stay home on atx'ouut of 
the war. There is $ 50,000,000 kept in 
the United States. But this is assum­ 
ing that the 50 per cent of stay at 
homes represent 60 per cent of the 
amount spent abroad. 
As a matter of 
fact, they represent far more than this, 
for the men restrained from going by 
the ticklish state of business in war 
times are the men of great interests, 
who are able to and do spend large sums 
of money in making purchases in Eu­ 
rope. 
As for the economical tourists, 
those who save enough to go to Europe 
once in a lifetime, any slight inclina­ 
tion they might have toward staying at 
home this year is augmented by the 
fact that in 1900 comes the Paris expo­ 
sition, w'hich w ill be w'orth waiting 
for. A well known banker of New York 
city estimates that from $ 60,000,000 to 
$ 76,000,000 will be kept at home this 
year unless the war should end very 
speedily. 
The steamship lines are firm enough 
to weather the storm and be ready for 
an increase of business next season. 
It 
is on the European tourist resorts that 
the blow w ill fall most heavily, and 
France, which is howling liecause her 
Spanish bonds are deteriorating in value 
through the humble efforts of this coun­ 
try, is likely to attune her voice to a 
new' note of mourning w^lien she find.s 
the American dollar lying stationary at 
home instead of rolling her way. Swit­ 
zerland, w'hich almost lives on the Amer­ 
ican tourist, W’ill also suffer very severe­ 
ly. 
About $ 15,000,000 is siitmt every 
year in traveling expenses about Ilurojie 
by tourists. I7urope will be fortumiti^ if 
half that amount is spent this year, 
supposing, always, that the war lasts 
through the summer. 
It is well within the ix+ssibilities that 
a swift end sliould come to the war. In 
that case an unprecedented rush for 
transatlantic accommodations will re- j 
suit and the lines will undoubtedly lie j 
swamped w'itli business. xVll the calcu­ 
lations of the companies are basi-d upon 
this possibility.— New V'ork Sun.

I think from the fact that 
we are being drilled so hard, and so 
thoroughly equipped that our move is 
not far away. 
The E ighth r e g im e n t’s 
carrying off all the laurels here, and is 
always spoken of by the press as Ohio’s 
crack regiment, w hich is very gratify­ 
ing and does much to promote a great 
interest in the officers and men to merit 
the reputation we have earned.

In Controlling Cuba. 
One of the direct advantages that 
w ill accrue to the United States from 
the expulsion of the Spaniards from 
Cuba and the exercise of some sort of 
control over the island w ill be the fact 
that we w ill be able to correct some of 
the crying sanitary abuses that have 
made the island a breeding place for 
yellow fever, which of course is bound 
to be carried to American shores sooner 
or later when the epidemic is at all bad, 
as it has been many tim es in recent 
years. 
A direct cause of yellow fever is to 
be found in the vile condition of Ha­ 
vana harbor, which has been allowed 
to become more and more filthy every 
year. Its shores are heaped w ith decay­ 
ing vegetable matter and lined w ith 
piers that are rotting from age and neg­ 
lect 
Unpaved aud unsewered streets 
and lack of any organized system of 
public cleanliness or sanitation, all com­ 
bine to breed this scourge annually. The 
United States can do wonders in this 
respect, and there is reason to hope that 
the medical department w ill have a free 
hand after the island is pacified. There 
is every chance that proper handling of 
the question w ill clear Cuba of the fe­ 
ver, for filth is one of its most potent 
causes.— N ew York Press. 


Mr. Otis’ Queer Flag. 
Hiram Otis, a veteran of the civil 
war, who resides in W est Philadelphia, 
has a relic of great interest in the shape 
of an odd American flag. Otis collected 
the materials for this flag’s construction 
during the late war. 
A brave courier, 
who did his share toward Union victory 
at the battle of Winchester, was a close 
friend of Otis. 
The man was m ortally 
wounded and died on the field. Otis se­ 
cured part of his uniform, which now 
forms the blue portion of the interesting 
flag. 
The w hite stripes and stars are a 
part of a flag of truce that was carried 
by Otis him self when, w ith two com­ 
rades, he went to a rebel encampment 
to arrange an exchange of prisoners. 
The flag was disregarded, and the party 
w as attacked by a troop of guerrillas. 
Of the trio Otis alone escaped alive, 
and he was injured so seriously that he 
was discharged from the army. The red 
stripes are made of a red undershirt 
which, it is claimed, was once the prop­ 
erty of General Lee.— Philadelphia Rec­ 
ord.

persons went abroad. Now’, assume that 
half of the persons who W’ould otherwise 
have gone w ill stay home on account of 
the war. There is $50,000,000 kept in 
the United States. But this is assum­ 
ing that tho 50 per cent of stay at 
homes represent 60 per cent of the 
amount spent abroad. 
As a matter of 
fact, they represent far more than this, 
for the men restrained from going by 
the ticklish state of business in war 
tim es aro the men of great interests, 
who are able to and do spend large sums 
of money in making purchases in Eu­ 
rope. 
As for the economical tourists, 
those who save enough to go to Europe 
once in a lifetim e, any slight inclina­ 
tion they m ight have toward staying at 
home this year is augmented by the 
fact that in 1900 comes the Paris expo­ 
sition, w’hich w ill to w’orth w aiting 
for. A w ell kuow’n banker of New York 
city estim ates that from $60,000,000 to 
$75,000,000 w ill be kept at home this 
year unless the war should end very 
speedily. 
The steamship lines are firm enough 
to weather the storm and to ready for 
an increase of business next season. 
It 
is on the European tourist resorts that 
the blow’ w’ill fall most heavily, and 
France, which is howling because her 
Spanish bonds are deteriorating in value 
through the humble efforts of this coun­ 
try, is likely to attune her voice to a 
new’ note of mourning w’hen she finds 
the American dollar lying stationary at 
home instead of rolling her w ay. Sw it­ 
zerland, w’hich almost lives on the Amer­ 
ican tourist, w ill also suffer very severe­ 
ly. 
About $15,000,000 is spent every 
year in traveling expenses about Europe 
by tourists. Europe w ill to fortunate if 
half that amount is spent this year, 
supposing, alw’ays, that the w’ar lasts 
through the summer. 
It is w ell w’ithin the possibilities that 
a sw ift end should come to the war. In 
that case an unprecedented rush for 
transatlantic accommodations w ill re- J 
snit and the lines w ill undoubtedly be 
swamped w’ith business. 
A ll the calcu­ 
lations of the companies are based upon 
this possibility.— New York Sun.

Tho proposition to increate the navy 
has met with the bitterest opposition 
rom representatives in cong rsss living 
thousands of miles from the seacoast 
They have time and ag ain declared on 
the floor of the house that to increa^ 
the navy would be to waste the public 
money. 
But these are now among the 
warmest supporters of a modern navy. 
Representative Hilbom of California, 
one of the leading members of tho house 
committee on naval affairs and an au­ 
thority on the construction of warships, 
said: 
“ Daring the Revolutionary war we 
built a few vessel^ but at its close we 
found onrst'lves without a navy of any 
standing . Then in our trouble with the 
Barbary states we ag ain found our^dyes 
without a navy and beg an the building 
of six frig ates. We completed three of 
them—the Constitution, the Constella­ 
tion and the United States—and sold 
the material with which we were to 
build the others. 
When we made a 
treaty with tho Bey of Alg iers, we had 
l>aid in tribute enoug h money to have 
swept the corsairs from the se.a. 
^ s s 
than two years afterward we g ot into 
trouble with Franco and had to build 
more vessela The same was true in the 
war of 1812. 
“ We increase our navy so that it 
reaches a respectable standing during 
the lime of war, but immediately upon 
the restoration of peace we permit it to 
g o down. Li the late war we had a very 
fair navy, but immediately after the 
war we let it g o down, luitil for ten 
years we practically had no navy at all. 
“ Whether we are g oing to r e ^ t our 
usual course at the close of this war I 
do not know, but I do not think ^ 
During this war we are g oing to acquire 
territory. We are g oing to raise our flag 
over islands in remote parts of the 
world. Once the flag is raised we will 
never lower it. This acquisition of ter­ 
ritory will be permanent. This in itself 
will make it necessary for us to main­ 
tain a navy. I think that after we have 
a.stertained as a result of the first con­ 
flict between modern vessels what im- 
proveuieiits are necessary the work of 
making the United States a g reat naval 
power w ill bo pushed rapidly.” 
Senator Perkins of California is ag i­ 
tating the matter in tho senate and is 
meeting with g reat success.

B ut these are now among the 
w arm est supporters of a m odern navy. 
Representative H ilbom of C alifornia 
one of the leading m embers of tho house 
com m ittee on naval affairs and an au 
thority on the construction of warships, 
said: 
D uring the Revolutionary w ar we 
built a few vessels, but a t its close we 
found ourselves w ithout a navy of any 
standing. Then in our trouble w ith the 
Barbary states we again found ourselves 
w ithout a navy and began the building 
of nix frigates. We completed three of 
them — the Constitution, the Constella­ 
tion and the United States— and sold 
the m aterial w ith w hich we were to 
build the others. 
W hen we made a 
treaty w ith the Bey of Algiers, we had 
paid in tribute enough money to have 
swept the corsairs from the sea. 
Less 
than two years afterw ard we got into 
trouble w ith France and had to build 
more vessels. The same was true in the 
w ar of 1812. 
We increase our navy so th at it 
reaches a respectable standing during 
the tim e of war, but im m ediately upon 
the restoration of peace we perm it it to 
go down. In the late w ar we had a very 
fair navy, but im m ediately after the 
war we let it go down, u n til for ten 
years we practically had no navy at all. 
“ W hether we are going to repeat our 
usual course at the close of this w ar I 
do not know, but I do not think sa 
During this w ar we are going to acquire 
territory. W eare going to raise our flag 
over islands in remote parts of the 
world. Once the flag is raised we w ill 
never lower it. This acquisition of ter­ 
ritory w ill be permanent. This in itself 
w ill make it necessary for us to m ain­ 
tain a navy. I think that after we have 
ascertained as a result of the first con­ 
flict between modern vessels w hat im ­ 
provements are necessary the work of 
making the U nited States a great naval 
power w ill bo pushed rapidly. ” 
Senator Perkins of California is agi­ 
tating the m atter in the senate and is 
meeting w ith great success. Even tho 
senators w ith Populistic tendencies are 
convinced th at this country should have 
navy of considerable size.
